Flames End At Stream 
As Hay Land Blackened

BROWNLEE, Neb.—A roaring prairie 


fire seared an 18 to 20 mile strip through 
three ranches near here and was finally 
halted after a five-hour battle by 500 to 600 
weary, blackened men from as far away as 
Broken Bow, 150 miles south. 


Mrs. Bob Hanna, whose ranch is about 


2 miles south of the fiery ribbon's path, 
said the blaze started on the Olin Ravens- 
croft ranch about 1 p.m. and finally was 
halted by desperate firefighters when it 
reached the North Loup River. 


Mrs. Hanna told The Star that the fast-moving 


inferno was' driven by a "30-40 mile an hour wind." 
She said that the people of the sparsely-settled area 
were "very thankful that the blaze was halted at 
the river." 


The gale-driven sheet of flame -moved faster than 


the firefighters could run, it was reported. 


She said that at one time it was feared that the 


town of Brownlee mteht be endangered. Brownlee 
is 12 miles to the southeast. She said that the fire 
"followed a straight line to the southeast from where 
it started." 


No reports of any serious injuries had been re- 


ceived, she said. The main damage was to haystacks 
and bunched grass to be used for winter feed, Mrs 
Hanna reported 


On the happy side, no cattle were lost. This was 


due mainly to the quick action of the men who cut 
fences and drove the animals from the danger area. 


Where the flames hit the haystacks and meadows, 


however, the damage is likely to be heavy. Hay 
now is bringing a price of from $15 to S20 a ton. 


Three Ranches

'29 Record 
Surpassed 


NEW YORK (INS) — A famous 


Wall Street record was surpassed 
Tuesday when the post-election bull 
market lifted the Dow Jones in- 
dustrial price index through the 
all-time closing high established 
on Sept. 3, 1929. 


The 1929 peak was the forerun- 


ner of the historic break when vast 
paper fortunes were wiped out by 
a tidal wave of liquidation which 
continued unchecked for months 
thereafter. 


The industrial average, compiled 


by Dow Jones and Co. is composed 
of a group of 30 diversified stocks 
representing all types of indus- 
tries. 


Thus, it is very possible for 


this index to establish new rec- 
ords when a number of component 
issues do not participate in the 
rise. 


That actually happened Tuesday. 


The big gainers in the index were 
Dupont,-up $4.37; Standard Oil of 
New Jersey, up $3.30; and General 
Motors, up S2.50. At the same 
time, American Can and Chrysler 
both'went down 87 cents each. 


The over-all" net gain in the 


average, however, was $3.27, which 
lifted this index tc a close of 
$382.74. The Sept. 3, 1929^ closing 
top was $381.17. 


Incidentally, at Tuesday's close, 


the Dow Jones industrial average 
had achieved a full 50 per cent 
rise from the low of $255.49 estab- 
lished on Sept. 14, 1953.

Household recipients of "junk 


mail" who disagree can show how 
they feel. All you have to do is 
write the word "Refused" on any 
unaddreesed third-class mail that 
comes your way and drop it in 
the corner mail box. 


If the sender has guaranteed re- 


turn ''postage, it will find its way 
oack to him. If he hasn't the Post 
Office will destroy it.

A crowd of 300 
gathered at the airport to cheer the 78-year-old 
chancellor as he greeted the 80-year-old former 
American President. 


'These were Adenauer's words to Mr. Hoover: 


United States of America for the great help 
which you and your country gave us." 


Chancellor Adenauer's reference was to Mr. 


Hoover's activities to lessen the suffering 
in 


Germany 
when famine 
twice visited that 


country.

the oppressed, together with the liberty-loving 
peoples of older regions, symbolized what we 
called the American "melting pot." It is over 
so far as its original meanings are concerned. 
We now have, and we have had rigid restrictions 


and equally rigid quotas 
against 
large-scale 
mi- 


gration to this country. Is 
it too much to suggest 
that as a result of our 


inability to assimilate, possibly to provide the 
opportunities-in the old sense to newcomers to 
America, this country of necessity has sacrificed 
some of the appeal it formerly had? But our 
changing world, with all our free lands occupied 
and in use, left no other choice. Our restrictions 
against those who would take up life here were 
inevitable. In mounting volume in recent weeks, 
there is still another strange note to be heard, 
a jarring note when earlier American concep- 
tions are recalled. We are being reminded that 
the Benson farm program is driving the "poor" 
farmer from the soil, where he had been en- 
deavoring to eke out a precarious, uncertain 
existence for himself and his family. 


Just 40 miles or less to the south of Lincoln 


is the first homestead taken under the original 
Lincoln Homestead Act of 1863, a filing made in 
the early morning hours of the opening day 
of a new year by the late Daniel Freeman. He 
was the forerunner ft a million homesteaders, 
and a million farm homes., We were not talking 
about the "poor" fanner, or, as others put it, 
the "submarginal" or "fringe" farmer.. We 
were encouraging one and all to file upon the 
land. We were making it easy for them to pick 
BP their meager belongings and to settle in a 
new country, a strong, vigorous country crying 
for settlement. 


While the talk mounts about the "poor" 


farmer, loosely the man who we say never had 
any business on the land anyway, exactly what 
do we understand when we point a finger at the 
"submargmal" farmer? Is he the young chap, 
loving good earth, schooled in the marvelous

rather substantial capital

mier Pierre Mendes-France is try- 
ing in his crowded visit to Amer- 
ica to put himself across, with the 
American public.

With regard to a second objec-

Dulles'. Mendes-France wants a 
declaration to the effect that the 
United States approves the agree- 
ment reached in London between 


France and Germany over the 
Saar. He is anxious that both 
Britain and America be associated 
with the settlement of the bitterly 
disputed Saar issue to forestall 
any German effort to revise it once 
the accords on European unity 
have been ratified. 


But this raises an embarrassing 


problem for Dulles who has worked 
so closely with west Germany's 
chancellor K o n r a d Adenauer. 
Adenauer 
is 
having his 
own 


troubles over the Saar question 
and two weeks ago he appealed to 
France for a Franco-German con- 
ference which would reinterpret 
the provisions that have disturbed 
some of the partners in Adenauer's 
coalition government. The French 
declined to take part in any such 
reinterpretation. While the Saar 
is politically neutralized, France 
will continue to maintain the dom- 
inant economic position and this 
makes the Ruhr industrialists dis- 
tinctly unhappy. 


While outwardly the meeting be- 


tween 
Mendes-France and top 


policy makers IB the American 
government have been cordial, 
something of the rancor over de- 
feat of the European Defense Com- 
munity treaty in the French Na- 
tional Assembly remains. Mendes- 
France. according to those who 
know him wen. is still incensed 
over Dulles's trip to Europe im- 
mediately after the assembly's 
rote wbea he visited Bona and 
London bat pointedly passed up 
Paris. It was no accident that the 
French premier stopped first in 
Canada for conferences there *a4 
then came on to Wasmacton. 


Something of the old suspicion 


of this compartative 
newcomer 


carries over among those in the 
state department who must nego- 
tiate with him. This may be in 
part a reflection of the gi eat Com- 
munist spy scare of last summsr 
when it was revealed that secrets, 
including the plans for evacuation 
of French troops from Idochina in 
the face of Vaet Minh successes, 
were being leaked to leading Com- 
munists.

The farmer has certain fixed 


costs to meet such as taxes, in- 
surance, rent or interest on his 
land and equipment, and the living 
expenses of his family. He wUl 
produce as much as he can. If 
he has a good price for his prod- 
ucts, he can meet his expenses 
and have some' money left for 
luxuries. 
Therefore it is very 


important to the whole nation that 
he has good prices. 


Benson says that the farmer is 


overwhelmingly in 
favor of his 


plan. 
I wonder, if that is the 


case, 
why the 
administration 


deemed it necessary to force the 
bill through Congress by steam- 
roller tactics and Eisenhower and 
his cabinet had to get down on 
their knees and beg for votes in 
the Nov. 2 election.' 


The Democrats plan, according 


to reports, to change the farm law 
and Benson is still threatening 
them with the President's veto 
power. If his plan is so popular, 
I cannot see why this should 
happen. 


Another thing that seems to me 


to be wrong with the administra- 
tion's thinking is the fact that they 
try to compare the farm product 
problem 
with that of durable 


goods. 
This shows in the secre- 


tary's milk plan. He is sponsor- 
ing a milk distribution plan .to en- 
courage the consumption of milk, 
which is a very worthy thing from 
the standpoint of good nourishing 
food. He fails to take into account 
the fact that unlike durable goods, 
a person can consume only so 
much food. A man can own as 
many syits of'clothes, modern_ap- 


' pliances and furniture "in his 


home, automobiles and other dur- 
able goods as he is able to afford, 
but no persons buys more food 
that he can ^consume. If he drinks 
more milk," he will drink less 
orange juice, or if he eats more 
meat, he will eat less^read. 


The only way to keep a high 


consumption, rate of foodstuffs is 
to maintain the buying power of 
the people of the nation. Benson 
says- that we export only about 
7 per cent of our agricultural 
products.' If the people in this 
country who do not have'enough 
to eat had- an opportunity to earn 
the money with which to buy it, 
we would not have a surplus prob- 
lem. The farmer's income in the 
past two years has dropped from 
$32,728,000,000 to $30,548,000,000 and 
it is expected to drop another bil- 
lion dollars in 1955." This is true 
in spite of the fact that practically 
everything the farmer has to buy 
is going up in price. 


The only thing the fanner can 


do now is to stop buying the things 
he can get along without. This 
then ,etarts the vicious cycle of 
unemployment which causes de- 


tection the moment he became an 
employee, and could be asked such 
questions when he applied to the 
commissioners for promotion or 
an increase in salary. The-com- 
missioners then demanded that the 
prohibition against asking such 
questions of welfare employees be 
made explicit as well as general 
(by inserting the words "during 
employment") else they would 
take an appeal to the attorney 
general and prolong the contro- 
versy. 


The assistance department's le- 


gal counsel demurred and stoutly 
and rightly maintained to the last 
that the existing regulations ap- 
plied to welfare employees as well 
as job applicants ^and that the 
words "during employment" would 
be unnecessary surplusage—mere- 
ly a more explicit statement of 
what was already provided in gen- 
eral terms. However, the assist- 
ance department was more inter- 
ested in results and an immediate 
adjustment of the difference for 
the future than holding the com- 
missioners to strict accountability. 
While the attorney general would 
doubtless sustain the department's 
position, an appeal would drag out 
the controversy. The department 
could pressure the commissioners 
only 
indirectly 
by 
withholding 


funds for welfare workers' salaries. 
Such action would be bad enough 
any tune and much worse just 
before Christmas. Finally, insert- 
ing the words "during employ- 
ment" constituted no real change 
in the regulations despite Com- 
missioner Barney's claim to the 
contrary, 
and

ward off another such violation 
and pettifogging defense ,by any 
other county welfare board. Hence 
the state authorities agreed to in- 
sert said words, and the commis- 
sioners pledged to do the blotting 
out on the personnel cards and vio- 
late the merit system regulations 
no more.

The 
answer can probably be found in 
the financial sleight-of-hand of the 
last Congress. The tax on stock 
dividends was sharply 
reduced. 


Many corporations with less busi- 
ness and lower earnings actually 
enjoyed a greater net profit than 
ever before. Then the smart boys 
with the. dough said to themselves, 
"Uncle Sam is cutting a big melon 
for us. Let us sit right up and 
take a double helping." They did. 
TLen the Congress that had dealt 
out this scintillating.cornucopia to 
the corporations left the.federal 
budget unbalanced by a whacking 
$7 billion. They had also'cut the 
federal budget by some $9 billion, 
nearly all of which came out of 
defense. To many people this- 
"saving" looked much like taking 
the money set aside foe life in- 
surance payments and going to the 
horse races. 


All these things pose a dilemma 


for the new Congress. Dare we 
continue with an unbalanced budg- 
et? Dare we cut our defense' 
spending? Or, succinctly where is 
the money coming from? This 
writer is not worried too much 
about Communist charwomen or 
disloyal dentists. He does confess 
a dread of the up-rushing war po- 
tenial of the ill begotten twins, 
Russia and China, He confesses 
a great fear of financial stability. 
A great market debacle such as 
Stalin always counted on might 
well disrupt the whole financial 
power of the United States, which, 
after all, is the rock on which free 
world safety is founded. 


This happy-go-lucky business of 


booming markets and deficit 'finan- 
cing is approaching a showdown. 
The Republicans were absolutely 
right in cussing the Democrats for 
unbalanced budgets. But when the 
Republicans had the whole govern- 
ment in their hands, why -didn't 
they do something about i$ instead 
of adding fuel to the fire? 
But 


how do we stop now without creat- 
ing an earthquake of falling prices? 
The action of the last Congress 
in cutting taxes and leaving an 
unbalanced budget was economic 
idiocy. During all these booming 
postwar years, our budget should 
have been kept in balance. We 
. dare not now lower our great shield 
of defense- against the devil of 
Communism. This is the dilemma 
our new Congress faces.

The dispatches from Bonn, Germany, told of 
the arrival of former President Herbert Hoover 
for a six-day visit as the gu est of West German 
Chancellor Konrad Adenau er. 
A crowd of 300 
gathered at toe airport to cheer the 78-year-old 
chancellor as he greeted the 80-year-old former 
American President. 
These were Adenau er’s words to Mr. Hoover: 


‘I welcome you with all my heart for coming 
to Germany and I greet you as one of the great 
men of the world who has placed himself in 
the service of hu manity. 
Ip the name of the 
whole German people, 1 thank you and the 
United States of America for the great help 
which you and you r cou ntry gave u s.” 
Chancellor Adenau er’s reference was to Mr. 
Hoover’s activities to lessen the su ffering in 
Germany 
when 
famine 
twice 
visited 
that 
cou ntry. 
If proof is needed, here are three instances 
where men of ripe age continu e to make great 
contribu tions. We frequ ently say that men are 
too old in this cou ntry, overlooking, of cou rse, 
that age has its rich experience along with its 
physical limitations.

Tru ly this changing, glowing, matu ring land 
caUed America invites constant scru tiny and 
thou ght.

^ Ellis Island at 
the ^ k of the migration of 
the <n>pressed, together with

called the American “ melting pot.” It is over 
so far as its original meanings are concerned. 
We now have, and we have had rigid restrictions 
and equ ally rigid qu otas 
against

graticHi to this cou ntry. Is 
it too mu ch to su ggest 
that as a resu lt of ou r 
inability to assimilate, possibly to provide the 
(^portoidties to the old sense to newcomers to 
America, this cou ntry of necessity has sacrificed 
some of toe appeal it formerly had? 
Bu t ou r 
changing world, with all ou r free lands occu pied 
and in u se, left no otoer choice. Ou r restrictions 
against thaie who wou ld take u p life here were 
inevitable. In mou nting volu me in recent weeks, 
there is still another strange note to be heard, 
a jarring note when earlier American concep­ 
tions are recalled. We are being reminded that 
the Benson farm program is driving the “poor” 
farm er from the soil, where he had been en­ 
deavoring to eke ou t a precariou s, u ncertain 
existence for himself and his iamily. 


Ju st 40 miles er lessee the sou th of Lincoln 
is the first homestead taken u nder the original 
Uncoln Homestead Act of 1863, a fUing made in 
toe early morning hou rs of the opening day 
of a new year by the late Daniel Freeman. He 
was the foreru nner pf a mllUon homesteaders, 
and a mUllon farm homes. We were not talking 
abou t the “poor” farmer, or, as others pu t it, 
the “su bmarginal” or “ fringe” farmer. 
We 
were encou raging on*' and all to file u pon the 
land. We were making it easy for them to pick 
u p their meager belongings and to settle in a 
new cou ntry, a strong, vigorou s cou ntry crying 
for settlement. 


While the talk mou nts abou t the “poor” 
farmer, loosely the man who we say never had 
any bu siness on the land anyway, exactly what 
do we u nderstand when we point a finger at the

their experiences, so that the latter, too, may be 
broadened. 
So mu ch of that Is needed nowadays when 
time and space have been redu ced to su ch small 
factors and foreign cou ntries are no longer re­ 
mote places bu t next door neighbors capable of 
great friendships or great harm. 
One of the minor bu t nevertheless interesting 
experiences was encou ntered by Miss Blaser in 
her German stay. The G om ans, she noted, are 
sensitive on the point of American resentment 
against a former enemy—an obstacle they be­ 
lieve exists as an almost insu rmou ntable wall. 
Miss Blaser did not see it that way. Resentment 
had never occu rred to her. 
The Germans were told one of the great facts 
of American life—one that makes America so 
different. 
Americans do not hate. 
They do not share 
in the emotion of old world resentments. 
They make war against aggressor nations 
whose motives are dangerou s to hu man free­ 
doms and to peace. 
When the menace is re­ 
moved the American inclination is always to 
forget the passions ot war and to move with 
all possible effect toward a life of interna­ 
tional friendship and tranqu ility. 
And Ameri­ 
cans do not move toward war. They act only 
when su ch a thing moves against peace and 
secu rity. 
It is hard for Eu rope to get its hands arou nd 
su ch a philosophy which is one of the great 
barriers to peace and international faith. 
Bu t the two Nebraska girls performed an im­ 
portant act of statesmanship, in their own way, 
du ring their overseas s^ y . mu ch more of which 
is needed. 
And their retu rn home with Its 
assignment to tell their generation abou t su ch 
things will also bring the world ju st that mu ch 
closer to u nderstanding and co-existence.

U.S, Understanding 


WASHINGTON — France’s 
Pre­ 
mier Pierre Mendcs-Prance is try­ 
ing in his crowded visit to Amcr- 
ica to pu t himself across with the 
American pu blic. This determined 
effort to make himself known to 
the pu blic in this cou ntry may be 
more important to him and his 
cou ntry than anything achieved at 
officiai levels. 
On toe official level there are 
still major u ncertainties in the re­ 
lations between France and the 
United States.

Personnel Forms 
Lincoln, Neb. 
T% the editor of The Lincoln 
Star: Last Tu esday, Nov. 16, Cou nty 
Commissioners Barney and Brehm 
were called on the carpet by the 
State Board of Control and its as­ 
sistance department for having 
violated 
the 
joint 
federal-stato 
merit system regu lations govern­ 
ing pu blic welfare employees by 
requ iring them to fill ou t an offi- 
cial personnel form asking for their 
chu rch and political party affilia­ 
tions, The newspaper accou nts of 
this meeting u tterly failed to fol­ 
low the u su al practice of giving 
both sides of a case. They were 
based solely on one-sided, mis­ 
leading statements 
by Commis­ 
sioner Barney plainly designed to 
“ save face” for the commission­ 
ers and fool the u ninformed pu blic 
by the age-old trick of pu tting u p 
a straw man to knock him down. 
The real facts are that the two 
commiaaioners were informed that 
to requ ire welfare employees to 
disclose their chu rch and politteal 
affiliations was a clear violatiai 
of merit system regu lations; that 
su ch viclations cou ld easily resu lt 
in the withdrawal of assistance 
salary fu nds; and that said qu es­ 
tions and also the answers mu rt 
be blotted ou t on the cards al­ 
ready fiUed ou t by welfare em- 
ployees, end the qu esttona o n any 
cards hereafter presented to them.

On Court 


'Won'f Be Arbitrary 
In Segregation Ruling' 


W A S H I N G T O N «l - 


President Eisenhower, in a sur- 
prise comment on what the Su- 
preme Court might do, said Tues- 
day he believes it will not be arbi- 
trary in its final ruling on how to 
end racial segregation in public 
schools. 


He also told his news conference 


he understands the court is trying 
to find some sort of decentralized 
process to handle th'e problem. He 
said he believes the emotional and 
practical problems involved will be 
given weight by the court. 


No Indication 


There was no .indication of what 


was the basis of Eisenhower's 
belief and understanding. Tradi- 
tionally, court justices never talk 
to anybody about a pending case, 
and Presidents refrain from com- 
ment on possible future court 
decisions. 


On the 
surface, Eisenhower 


seemed to be hinting that the court 
may listen sympathetically to the 
argument of Southern States that 
much tune will be needed in mak- 
ing any shift from segregated 
schools to nonsegregated. 


Attorneys for Negro parents in 


the school segregation cases told 
the court Nov. 15 they would be 
willing to postpone desegregation 
until next September, but no 
longer. 
# 


Further Argument 


When the court ruled last May 


17 that public school segregation 
is unconstitutional, it decided to 
hear further argument on how 
desegregation could be carried 
out.Some border communities didn t 
wait for final orders but started 
the process this fall. There were 
instances of racial friction in some 
of them; in others the white and 
Negro children were brought to- 
gether without incident. 


Eisenhower's mention of the pos- 


sibility of the court settling on a 
decentralized program could mean 
handing the problem over to reg- 
ional authorities, perhaps U.S. Dis- 
trict Courts.

Colonel Sanders also pointed up 


the .need for keeping a safe margin 
between vehicles, yielding right of 
way in case of doubt at intersec- 
tions, dimming lights when meet- 
ing vehicles or following them at 
night, and watching constantly for 
pedestrians. 


"Let's show our thanks for the 


privilege of free use of our high- 
ways by demonstrating that we 
can steer clear of holiday acci- 
dents," he concluded.
